REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  LANDS, 

V.  A.  WOOD 


In  the  fiscal  year,  April  1st,  1957,  to  March  31st,  1958,  there 
were  113,556  items  of  outgoing  mail  from  this  division  compared  to 
113,209  items  for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  This  indicates  that  the 
amount  of  work  in  the  lands  division  is  holding  fairly  steady. 

In  the  spring  of  1957  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  by  the 
Minister  to  meet  with  the  individual  lessees  in  the  Alberta  Clearing  and 
Breaking  Project  whose  crop  share  accounts  were  in  poor  standing. 
Several  meetings  were  held.  Many  of  the  lessees  preferredto  relinquish 
their  leases  and  come  under  a  sale  contract.  By  March  31st,  1958, 
there  were  187  sale  contracts  and  96  lease  contracts  in  force  in  the 
Alberta  Clearing  and  Breaking  Project. 

There  was  almost  a  total  crop  failure  in  the  Peace  River  area 
in  1957  andas  a  result  little  action  was  taken  to  collect  back  crop  share 
indebtedness  or  for  indebtedness  on  land  sale  accounts. 

An  amendment  to  The  Right  of  Entry  Arbitration  Act  grants  an 
operator  who  holds  mineral  rights  the  right  to  negotiate  directly  with  the 
department  administering  the  lands,  where  he  wishes  to  obtain  right  of 
entry  on  public  lands.  Accordingly  new  Mineral  Surface  Lease  regu¬ 
lations  were  established  under  The  Public  Lands  Act.  These  regula¬ 
tions  authorize  the  Minister  to  grant  a  mineral  surface  lease  to  operators 
who  wish  to  obtain  surface  rights  to  develop  minerals.  Most  of  such 
leases  are  for  surface  areas  required  for  oil  or  gas  wellsites. 

The  new  home  stead  sales  policy  outline  din  the  last  annual  report 
came  into  effect  July  1st,  1957.  There  have  been  many  inquiries  re¬ 
garding  this  new  policy  and  by  March  31st,  1958,  39  homestead  sales 
hadbeenissued.  Some  of  these  were  formerly  homestead  leases  where 
the  lessee  wished  to  transfer  to  a  sale. 

The  Director  and  As  sistant  Director  of  Lands  attended  the  West¬ 
ern  Land  Directors'  conference  held  in  British  Columbia,  June  24th  to 
June28th,  1957.  The  conference  consisted  of  presentation  of  paper  s  on 
various  phases  of  land  administration  in  the  four  western  provinces  and 
a  field  trip  through  the  central  part  of  British  Columbia.  At  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  conference  several  general  recommendations  were  made 
regarding  land  administration  in  the  western  provinces  .  These  recom¬ 
mendations  were  presented  to  the  deputy  minister  of  the  department. 

Due  to  the  general  unfavourable  condition  of  agriculture  in  com¬ 
parison  to  the  rest  of  the  economy  the  interest  in  land  settlement  has 
fallen  off  over  the  last  two  years.  During  the  same  period  there  has 
been  a  growing  interest  in  acquiring  lots  for  summer  homes  and  also  in 
acquiring  commercial  sites  in  the  newly  developed  industrial  areas  of 
the  province  .  As  a  result  there  were  several  new  subdivisions  surveyed 
and  opened  up  to  the  public  during  the  last  fiscal  year  but  there  were  no 
new  townships  surveyed  or  any  new  areas  opened  up  for  settlement. 


PUBLIC  LANDS  ADMINISTRATION 
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Atotalof  366  veteran  and  civilian  homestead  leases  were  issued 
during  the  fiscal  year.  This  is  a  decrease  of  248  from  the  614  leases 
issued  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

On  March  25th,  1930,  the  granting  of  home  steads  was  discontinu - 
edandreplaced  by  the  establishment  of  agricultural  lease  regulations . 

The  first  "agricultural  lease"  which  is  now  designated  "home¬ 
stead  lease"  was  issued  on  September  1st,  1940.  Since  that  time  the 
number  of  leases  in  force  increased  until  1954.  During  the  past  two  or 
three  years  a  greater  number  of  leases  have  been  patented  and  there  have 
been  a  large  number  cancelledbecause  the  lessee  failed  to  complete  the 
required  duties  .  The  accompanying  diagram  shows  the  number  of  leases 
in  force . 

ORDERS  -IN  -COUNCIL 

A  large  number  of  orders -in -council  were  passed  during  the  fis¬ 
cal  year  but  only  three  affected  the  policy  and  procedure  of  the  lands 
division . 

O.C.  545-57,  April  8,  1957 

This  amendment  gives  the  lessee  who  holds  sand  and  gravel 
leases  and  who  h  a  s  been  given  a  notice  to  begin  operations  on  his  sand 
and  gravel  leases  the  right  to  remove  the  total  sand  and  gravel  referred 
to  in  a  notice,  from  any  of  the  lands  held  by  the  lessee  under  sand  and 
gravel  leases . 

O.C.  378-58,  March  10,  1958 


By  this  order -in -council  new  mineral  surface  lease  regulations 
were  established  which  authorize  the  Minister  to  issue  mineral  surface 
leases  for  public  lands  required  by  mineral  producers  incidental  to  the 
recovery  and  production  of  mines  and  minerals. 

O.C.  381-58,  March  10,  1958 


Amended  the  regulations  governing  the  issue  of  sand  and  gravel 
permits  on  public  lands  by  establishing  a  minimum  fee  and  rental  of  $5  .00. 

HOMESTEAD  LEASES 

There  were  333  civilian  and  33  veteran  homestead  leases  issued 
during  the  fiscal  year,  compared  to  564  civilian  and  50  veteran  leases 
in  the  previous  fiscal  year  .  The  number  of  cancellations  increased  by  4  . 
The  number  of  leases  patented  increased  by  106. 

The  demandfor  homestead  leases  has  shown  a  further  decrease 
in  the  past  year  due  to  the  many  opportunities  for  non -farm  work  and  the 
generally  unfavourable  position  of  agriculture  as  compared  to  other  non- 
farm  industries. 

The  Homestead  Lease  Loan  Act  has  assisted  many  lessees  in 
developing  a  more  stable  farm  unit. 


NUMBER  OF  HOMESTEAD  LEASES  IN  FORCe 
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The  amendments  to  The  Public  Lands  Act  in  1957  lowered  the 
cultivation  requirements  for  a  homestead  lessee  from  80  acres  to  60 
acres  which  is  required  to  be  in  cultivation,  per  quarter  section,  after 
a  lease  has  been  held  for  nine  years  . 

CROP  SHARES 

Seeding  of  the  1957  crop  was  general  throughout  Alberta  by  the 
fir  st  of  May  and  was  completed  in  most  areas  ,  with  the  exception  of  flax, 
by  the  end  of  May . 

Moisture  averages  fell  steadily  as  the  crop  season  advanced  and 
averaged  between  65%  and  70%  of  normal  in  most  of  Alberta  during  the 
crop  year.  With  a  few  exceptions  the  hardest  hit  by  the  lack  of  rainfall 
were  the  northeast  and  east  central  sections  of  Alberta.  There  was 
some  late  season  improvement  due  to  lower  temperatures  and  showers 
as  the  grain  was  filling  but  crop  expectations  were  limited  by  the  early 
and  mid-season  drought. 

Haillosses  were  the  most  severe  inmany  years  with  a  good  per¬ 
centage  of  the  storms  in  the  later  part  of  the  growing  season. 

Harvesting  of  Alberta  crops  became  general  by  the  middle  of 
August  and  the  southern  areas  had  a  good  percentage  harvested  before 
a  prolonged  spell  of  poor  weather  caused  considerable  deterioration  in 
quality  before  harvesting  operations  could  be  resumed.  The  Peace 
River  district  of  Alberta  was  hard  hit  by  early  snowfall  and  general 
rains  which  resulted  in  a  large  percentage  of  crops  being  left  in  the 
field  all  winter ,  with  the  hope  of  salvaging  same  in  the  spring  of  1958. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  precipitation  during  the  early  growing  season 
and  poor  weather  conditions  during  harvesting  operations  ,  the  1957  crop 
yield  was  considerably  below  that  of  1956. 

Wheat  grades  ranged  from  No.  2  Northern  to  No .  5,  with  the 
predominating  grade  of  No.  4  Northern.

Prices  on  legumes  and  grasses  averaged  slightly  higher  than  the 
average  prices  for  the  same  varieties  in  1956. 

During  1957  yields  of  less  than  5  bushels  per  acre  for  oats  ,  barley 
and  rye,  4  bushels  per  acre  for  wheat  and  3  bushels  per  acre  for  flax  and 
other  crops  where  the  value  of  the  yield  was  less  than  $4.00  per  acre, 
were  considered  a  failure  for  purposes  of  crop  share  collection. 

The  initial  delivery  quota  at  all  stations  for  1956-57  crop  year 
was  100  units ,  other  than  Durum  Wheat,  each  unit  equal  to  3  bushels  of 
wheat  or  8  bushels  of  oats  or  5  bushels  of  barley  or  5  bushels  of  rye. 

Maximum  of  300  bushels  of  Wheat 
or  500  bushels  of  Barley 
or  500  bushels  of  Rye 
or  800  bushels  of  Oats 

The  sowing  of  rape  seed  by  Alberta  farmers  has  again  shown  a 
marked  increase  over  previous  years  due  mainly  to  a  ready  market  for 
this  variety  of  crop.  From  a  nil  production  of  rape  seed  recorded  in 
Alberta  in  1954  the  area  seeded  has  increased  from  8,000  acres  in  1955 
to  32 , 000  acres  in  1956  and  during  the  past  year  of  1957  a  total  of  85,000 
acres  in  Alberta  were  seeded  to  rape. 

SALE  AND  CULTIVATION  LEASES 


During  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1958,  a  total  of  252 
parcels  of  land  were  offered  for  sale  and  76  lots.  Of  these  180  parcels 
were  sold  and  42  lots.  The  highest  price  received  for  a  parcel  of  land 
was  $99.00  per  acre,  near  Trochu. 

During  the  same  period  a  total  of  171  sale  accounts  were  cancel¬ 
led  but  exactly  the  same  number  were  patented.  This  is  a  slight  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  patents  over  the  previous  year  but  more  than 
double  the  number  of  cancellations. 

A  total  of  126  cultivation  leases  were  issued  during  the  term  and 
347  cancelled.  Of  the  cancellations  a  great  number  were  tax  recovery 
lands  and  consequently  returned  to  the  local  county  or  municipality. 

There  were  98  new  accrued  area  leases  issued  during  thefiscal 
year  and  1 15  leases  were  cancelled.  Manyofthe  cancellations  were  due 
to  a  general  rise  in  water  levels. 
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During  the  year  a  total  of  160  parcels  and  19  lots,  all  tax  re¬ 
covery,  were  transferredback  to  the  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs. 
Atotalof  59  parcels  of  public  land  were,  by  order -in -council ,  created 
school  land,  thereby  decreasing  the  school  land  endowment  deficit. 

A  total  of  19  crop  share  permits  were  issued  during  the  fiscal 
year.  In  most  cases  these  were  issuedto  former  lessees  in  cases  where 
the  department  was  not  prepared  to  issue  a  renewal  of  the  cancelled  cul¬ 
tivation  lease .

Under  the  authority  of  section  5  of  The  Crown  Cultivation  Leases 
Act  the  department  paid  out  to  improvement  districts  ,  municipalities  and 
counties,  on  taxes  against  lands  under  cultivation  lease,  a  total  of 
$145,544.09. 

One  small  but  entirely  new  phase  of  work  encountered  during  the 
1957-58  fiscal  year  was  in  connection  with  the  advance  payments  on  farm 
stored  grain  authorized  by  the  Government  of  Canada  .  As  the  department 
is  namedas  a  producer  on  the  cultivation  lessees'  permit  books  all  appli¬ 
cations  for  advance  payments  made  by  such  lessees  had  to  be  channelled 
through  this  office  for  signature  before  any  payments  were  made  by  the 
local  elevators  . 

SPECIAL  LAND  USE 

In  the  special  land  use  section  there  has  been  a  considerable  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  s  of  applications  received  and  processed,  inquiries 
answered  and  other  related  administration  tasks.  As  a  result  it  was 
necessary  to  appoint  one  additional  correspondence  clerk. 

Numerous  applications  for  right -of -entry  for  well -sites,  battery 
sites,  roadways  and  pipeline  rights-of-way  were  received,  especially 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year.  In  addition  many  final  orders 
were  issued  by  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  the  Board  of  Public  Utility 
Commissioners  on  public  lands  and  these  orders  processed  by  this  section. 
ByO.C.  378/58,  datedMarch  10th,  1958,  the  Mineral  Surface  Lease  reg¬ 
ulations  were  established  and  it  is  anticipated  that  mineral  producers  will 
apply  for  mineral  surface  leases  instead  of  right  of  entry  under  the  Right 
of  Entry  Arbitration  Act,  particularly  in  cases  where  the  land  required 
is  vacant  public  land.  Under  these  regulations  the  rental  is  based  upon 
the  soil  zone  of  the  part  of  the  province  in  which  the  land  is  located  and 
varies  from  $8.00  to  $25.00  per  acre. 

The  demand  for  summer  cottage  sites  and  commercial  sites  on 
highways  is  still  high  and  the  department  is  continuing  a  program  of 
selecting  suitable  sites  for  development.  A  number  of  surveys  of  sub¬ 
divisions  were  completed  this  year  and  lots  and  parcels  have  been  made 
available  .  The  policy  of  leasing  these  lands  under  the  miscellaneous  lease 
regulations  is  being  continued  and  in  certain  locations  the  lessee  is  granted 
the  right  to  apply  to  purchase  the  land  after  his  buildings  or  other  im¬ 
provements  have  been  constructed.  In  commercial  subdivisions  where 
there  is  great  demandfor  sites  applicants  have  been  paying  a  substantial 
cash  bonus  to  obtain  a  lease  on  a  parcel  or  lot. 
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Numerous  easements  for  power  lines  and  for  licence  of  occupa- 
tion  for  access  roadways  to  drilling  sites  and  timber  berths  were  issued. 

An  increased  demand  for  sand  and  gravel  in  the  Edmonton  area 
has  resulted  in  leases  being  issued  for  all  those  portions  of  the  bed  of 
the  North  Saskatchewan  River  from  Fort  Saskatchewan  to  Devon. 

SUB  -AGENCIES 

Public  land  sub-agencies  were  maintained  at  Bonnyville ,  Lac 
La  Biche  ,  Peace  River  ,  Edson ,  Rocky  Mountain  House  and  Grande  Prairie . 
The  Office  of  Information  in  Calgary  was  also  continued. 

Temporary  sub-agencies  for  one  or  two  days  a  month  were  con¬ 
tinued  at  High  Prairie,  Spirit  River,  Bay  Tree,  Cherry  Point,  Hines 
Creek,  Keg  River  and  Fort  Vermilion. 

INSPECTIONS 

The  inspection  work  was  carried  out  by  thirteen  permanent  and 
three  temporary  inspector  s  .  During  the  winter  and  early  spring,  when 
unable  to  work  in  the  field,  the  permanent  inspectors  assisted  in  office 
work.  Inspector  s  also  conducted  the  auction  sales  of  school  and  public 

lands .

There  was  a  decrease  of  more  than  1 , 500  requests  for  inspections 
over  the  preceding  year  ,  mainly  due  to  a  marked  decrease  in  applications 
for  homestead  leases  and  loans. 

SUPERVISOR,  LAND  CLASSIFICATION 

During  1957  very  little  exploratory  work  was  accomplished  be¬ 
cause  of  the  extreme  wet  weather  in  the  Peace  River  district.  Two  trips 
were  made  to  the  Ft .  Vermilion  andKeg  River  districts  but  continued  rain 
prevented  any  extensive  ground  exploration  in  the  area  between  Buffalo 
HeadPrairic  settlement  and  Carcajou.  A  trip  was  made  over  the  area 
in  a  private  plane ,  at  low  level,  to  observe  topography  and  tree  cover  as 
well  as  the  extent  of  flooding  caused  by  the  local  rains.  A  trip  was  also 
made  to  the  outer  edges  of  the  area  by  power  wagon  for  a  ground  check 
of  the  soil . 
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One  trip  by  power  wagon  was  made  through  township  84,  ranges 
9,  10  and  11,  east  of  the  Clear  River,  west  of  the  6th  meridian.  The 
extreme  wet  condition  of  the  area  prevented  any  extensive  detailed  work 
being  done . 


Work  was  carried  out  with  the  Senior  Superintendent  of  Forest 
Surveys  in  regard  to  flooding  conditions  in  the  Paddle  and  Pembina  rivers 
watershed  areas  . 


Some  general  inspection  work  was  done  in  the  Peace  River  district 
while  waiting  for  weather  conditions  to  improve  to  the  extent  that  explora  - 
tory  work  could  be  done  in  the  outlying  districts. 

A  considerable  number  of  right  of  entry  inspections  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  surface  rentals  on  oil  well  sites  and  road¬ 
ways.  Many  Right  of  Entry  Arbitration  Board  hearings  were  attended. 
The  main  oil  fields  visited  during  the  year  were  Valleyview,  Virginia  Hills, 
White  court  area  (south  of  the  Athabasca  River)  Keystone  ,  Red  Deer  ,  Rocky 
Mountain  House  and  Pembina. 


COLLECTIONS 


During  the  year  under  review  collections  were  made  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  inspection  staff  generally.  Some  476  collections  were  made  .

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The  work  of  grazing  inspection  was  carried  on  by  Grazing 
Appraiser  J.A.  Campbell  and  Assistant  Grazing  Appraiser  L.M. 
Forbes.  Mr.  Forbes  is  stationedal  Lethbridge  and  carries  outmost  of 
the  inspections  in  the  area  generally  south  of  Calgary. 


There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  demand  for  grazing  lands 
during  1957  due  partly  to  grain  farmer  s 1  inability  to  sell  their  grain  and 
partly  to  the  relatively  good  prices  for  livestock  as  compared  to  prices 
received  for  other  farm  products. 


In  the  foothills  region  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  possibility 
of  the  use  of  chemical  sprays  for  the  control  of  willow  and  poplar  brush 
and  the  poisonous  plant  known  as  larkspur  .  Some  of  the  ranchers  in  this 
area  feel  that  they  can  more  than  double  the  grazing  capacity  of  their 
ranges  by  chemical  treatment .  However  it  will  be  necessary  to  try  out 
the  scheme  before  results  can  be  determined  with  any  degree  of 
accuracy. 

During  1957  anewpatterninthe  marketing  of  range  produced  beef 
cattle  came  into  wider  use  .  Up  to  the  present  it  was  possible  to  market 
grass  fed  cattle  right  off  the  range  as  finished  beef.  Currently  the  de  - 
maud  for  more  highly  finished  beef  has  taken  these  cattle  off  the  range 
earlier  and  transferred  the  animals  to  feed  lots  for  higher  finishing. 
This  allows  for  the  carrying  of  a  few  more  cattle  as  a  greater  number 
of  cattle  can  use  the  grazing  lands  for  a  shorter  period  of  time  to  util¬ 
ize  the  same  number  of  cow  months  of  grazing  privileges. 

A  constant  check  was  made  to  detect  any  invasion  into  Alberta 
by  range  weeds  capable  of  doing  serious  damage  to  range  pastures.  A 
number  of  such  weeds  are  present  in  Montana  and  British  Columbia, 
however  so  far  none  have  been  found  in  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

During  1957  a  limited  number  of  applications  for  assistance 
under  the  range  improvement  assistance  program  were  received  for  the 
development  of  stock  watering  facilities  and  regrassing  former  cul- 
tivated areas  on  grazing  leases.  These  applications  were  investigated 
by  the  inspection  branch  to  determine  whether  the  project  could  be  con¬ 
sidered  beneficial,  satisfactorily  located  and  reasonable  as  to  cost. 
Applications  recommended  by  the  inspection  branch  were  referred  to  the 
range  improvement  assistance  board  for  final  approval. 


Considerable  activity  was  noted  during  1957  in  sales  of  ranches 
and  subsequent  assignments  of  long  term  grazing  leases  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  such  ranches  .  A  great  deal  of  discussion  took  place  during 
1957  on  the  question  of  a  grazing  lessee  having  complete  power  of  as¬ 
signment  of  his  lease.  These  discussions  resulted  in  a  change  of  The 
Public  Lands  Act  making  it  possible  for  the  department  to  give  notice 
to  an  estate  to  assign  its  grazing  lease  within  two  years  after  death  of 
the  lessee. 
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Interest  in  community  pastures  showed  a  marked  increase  in 
1957.  Representatives  of  the  department  held  meetings  with  interested 
groups  in  the  Whitelaw,  Smoky  Lake,  Vilna,  Hays,  Masinasin  and 
Nemiscam  areas  .  Association  leases  are  presently  being  processed  for 
landin  the  Whitelaw,  Smoky  Lake  and  Vilna  areas.  Negotiations  are 
underway  for  establishment  of  pastures  to  provide  grazing  facilities  for 
the  Hays  and  Masinasin  areas  and  additional  land  for  the  Nemiscam 
people  who  presently  have  a  community  pasture  in  operation.  In  the 
province  the  only  method  of  obtaining  sufficient  land  for  association 
grazing  leases  is  to  have  large  leaseholders  who  hold  leases  which  will 
carry  more  than  one  thousand  head  of  stock  on  a  12  -month  basis  re  - 
linquish  a  certain  portion  of  their  leases  .  This  has  resulted  in  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  Lost  River  Ranching  Company,  nQ"  Ranching  Company, 
Wertheimer  Ranching  Company  and  George  W.  Murray  et  al .  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  these  negotiations  will  be  completed  during  the  summer  of 
1958  and  that  additional  lands  will  be  utilized  as  community  pastures  in 
the  spring  of  1959 . 

During  1957  five  wild  horse  roundups  were  authorized,  one  in 
the  Smoky  Lake  area  ,  two  in  the  Whitecourt  area  and  two  in  the  Entrance  - 
Hintonarea.  Actually  there  were  eight  wildhorse  roundups  in  operation 
during  1957,  however  one  in  the  Peace  River  country  was  suspended  and 
authorization  withdrawn  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 


Although  only  eighty -two  horses  were  cleared  out  of  the  areas 
in  question  the  round  -up  activity  resulted  in  owners  taking  out  head  tax 
grazing  permits  for  authority  to  graze  and  grazing  permits  and  grazing 
leases  in  other  areas  where  land  being  used  is  under  the  control  of  this 
division. 


The  average  price  for  all  grades  of  cattle,  except  fed  calves, 
choice  steer  s  and  choice  heifers  sold  on  the  Calgary  market  during  the 
period  July  1st  to  December  3  1st ,  1957,  was  14 . 95£  per  pound  as  com¬ 
pared  to  14.06£  per  pound  for  the  same  period  in  1956.  Accordingly 
the  rental  and  taxes  per  acre  for  the  period  from  January  1st  to  December 
31st,  1958,  on  grazing  leases  and  from  April  1st,  1958,  to  March  31st, 
1959,  on  grazing  permits  was  increased  from  1957  as  follows:

There  were  thirty -one  grazing  association  leases  and  three  pro¬ 
vincial  grazing  reserves  in  operation  in  1957  as  well  as  five  long  term 
grazing  leases  by  associations  in  the  process  of  formation. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  grazing  reserves  and  com¬ 
munity  pastures  operated  by  associations: 

TWIN  RIVER  PROVINCIAL  GRAZING  RESERVE 

The  Twin  River  Provincial  Grazing  Reserve  comprises  an  area 
of  21,388  acres  with  23  3/4  miles  of  fencing. 

In  1957  forty -two  permits  were  issued  for  the  grazing  of  1,368 
head  of  cattle  on  a  six -month  basis.  The  caretaker  was  resident  on  the 
reserve  during  the  full  grazing  season,  May  1st  to  November  1st  and 
his  services  were  very  satisfactory. 

VAUXHALL  PROVINCIAL  GRAZING  RESERVE 

The  area  of  the  Vauxhall  Provincial  Grazing  Reserve  available 
for  allotment  in  1957  was  approximately  100 , 000  acres  with  39  3/4  miles 
of  two,  three  and  four -wire  fence  belonging  to  the  department. 

Part  of  the  area  which  was  formerly  dealt  with  as  a  reserve  and 
administered  by  a  permanent  caretaker  was  turned  over  to  the  Vauxhall 
Grazing  Association  during  1953.  The  said  association  operated  in  1957 
in  the  same  manner  as  an  association  lease. 
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The  area  of  this  reserve  was  slightly  reduced  in  1957  by  the 
further  expansion  of  the  Bow  River  Irrigation  Project. 

On  lands  surrounding  the  area  held  by  the  Vauxhall  Grazing  As¬ 
sociation  within  the  reserve,  allotments  were  made  to  individuals  in  1957 
on  the  same  basis  as  that  followed  in  previous  year. 

PURPLE  SPRINGS  IRRIGATED  GRAZING  RESERVE 

The  area  of  the  Purple  Springs  Irrigated  Grazing  Reserve  is 
1,280  acres.  During  1957a  caretaker  house  and  a  combination  garage 
and  storage  shed  were  constructed.  Applications  were  taken  from  in¬ 
terested  parties  for  1958  grazing  privileges  in  the  reserve.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  FORESTRY 
E.  S.  HUESTIS 


FOREST  PROTECTION 

Snowfall  during  the  winter,  although  not  extreme,  was  generally 
ample  for  good  spring  moisture  during  the  break-up  period  occurring  in 
the  latter  part  of  April.  Warm  weather  accompanied  by  drying  winds 
during  May  and  June  resulted  in  high  hazard  during  that  period.  This 
condition  was  aggravated  by  severe  lightning  storms,  which  are  unusual 
during  the  spring  months  .  However,  intermittent  showers  prevented  the 
hazardfrom  becoming  extreme  except  for  short  periods  .  Electric  storms 
and  numerous  lightning  strikes  continued  during  the  summer  but  due  to 
ample  rain  generally,  and  extreme  in  the  northern  part  of  the  province, 
the  hazard  remained  quite  low  except  for  some  isolated  areas  in  the  cen¬ 
tral  part  of  the  province  .  There  were  short  periods  of  hot  and  dry  weather 
during  the  fall ,  but  these  were  of  short  duration  and  no  serious  fire  haz¬ 
ard  occurred.  A  heavy  snowfall  early  in  October  ended  any  possibility 
of  late  fall  fires.  Conditions  during  October  and  November  alternated 
between  cloudy  weather  with  moderate  falls  of  snow  or  rain  and  periods 
of  unusually  high  temperatures. 

Suppressive  action  was  taken  on  180  fires.  Of  these  fires ,  125 
(69.4%)  originated  in  the  forest  zone,  and  55  (30.6%)  in  the  settlement 
zone.  A  total  of  15,  486  acres  were  burned  over,  consisting  of  11,709 
acres  of  forested  land  and  3,777  acres  of  non -forested  land. 

Principal  causes  were  lightning  ,  responsible  for  18.3%,  campers 
17.8%,  settlers  16.7%,  incendiary  14.4%,  and  industrial  12.8%,  forming 
80%  of  all  fires.  Principal  cause  showing  improvement  is  '’settlers", 
declining  from  24%  to  16.7%.  Causes  showing  increases  are  industrial 
from  a  previous  5.0%  to  12.8%,  campers  from  14.4%  to  17.8%  and  in¬ 
cendiary  from  12%  to  14.4%. 

Improvement  in  our  detection  system  included  four  new  steel  tow¬ 
er  s  and  as  sociated  buildings  ,  four  secondary  wooden  crawl  towers,  com¬ 
pletion  of  two  towers  which  were  partly  constructed  last  year,  and  the 
replacement  of  two  cupolas  .  Visible  area  photography  was  completed  from 
fourteen  towers  and  three  new  sites.  Aircraft  was  used  extensively  in 
this  work. 

Listed  below  are  the  number  of  fires  reported  by  the  different 
agencies,  indicating  an  increase  in  fires  reported  by  Forest  Officers  and 
aircraft,  and  continued  good  co-operation  by  the  public.

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Atotal  of  sixty  -two  prosecutions  were  citedand  sixty -one  convic¬ 
tions  obtained  by  the  Forest  Service  under  Part  III  of  The  Forests  Act. 

The  general  increase  and  build-up  of  the  Protection  Branch  in¬ 
cluded  more  extensive  use  of  aircraft  for  fire  suppression.  In  addition 
to  increased  charter,  a  Fleet  Courier  plane  was  purchased  and  a  four - 
place  Bell  helicopter  was  leased  during  May  and  June.  An  increase  in 
heavy  equipment  includedthree  medium  weight  pull  graders,  three  light 
type  power  graders,  one  3 -ton  truck,  sixteen  track  vehicles,  a  number 
of  medium  and  light  weight  trucks,  wagons  and  trailers,  two  mobile 
pump  and  tank  units,  eleven  fire  pumps  and  hose  and  other  firefighting 
and  camp  equipment  was  maintained  or  increased  in  sufficient  quantity 
to  equip  one  hundred  men  in  each  of  forty -eight  ranger  districts  ,  fifty  men 
in  twenty -two  ranger  districts  and  two  hundred  men  in  one  ranger  dis¬ 
trict.  An  improvement  in  the  field  fire  suppression  organization  included 
an  increase  in  seasonal  standby  crews  from  the  previous  eight  crews  to 
twelve  this  year.  Use  of  these  crews  has  greatly  assisted  in  reducing 
the  time  factor  in  initial  action  on  fires  ,  particularly  when  combined  with 
the  use  of  aircraft. 

Our  access  road  system  was  improved  by  a  heavy  program  of  new 
construction  and  maintenance  carried  out  by  the  field  staff,  with  hired 
assistance,  during  periods  of  favourable  fire  conditions. 

The  building  program  included  general  maintenance  and  new  con¬ 
struction  of  six  ranger  stations,  each  consisting  of  a  house,  two -stall 
garage  and  equipment  cache,  and  engine  house  if  required. 

Fire  control  planning  included  work  as  shown  elsewhere  in  the 

report . 

TIMBER 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  active  timber  berths  and 
special  timber  permit  operations  on  provincial  lands  and  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  miscellaneous  timber  permits  issued  during  the  year. 

There  was  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  amount  of  lumber  pro¬ 
duced  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  manufacture  of  other  wood  products. 

The  curtailment  of  operations  was  due  to  several  factors  .  Chief 
of  which  were  the  inability  of  operator  s  to  obtain  loans  to  carry  on  opera¬ 
tions,  the  increase  in  operating  costs  and  depressed  markets. 

Lumber  exports  were  comparatively  low  and  in  March  1958  lum¬ 
ber  prices  were  the  lowest  in  twelve  years.  In  the  United  States  lumber 
inventories  were  held  at  a  low  level  and  only  choice  lumber  was  accepted^ 
The  export  of  fire  -killed  pulpwood  to  mills  along  the  Great  Lakes  increas¬ 
ed  a  little  over  last  year.  The  stock  piles  at  these  mills  are  large  and 
exporters  believe  the  demand  for  fire -killed  pulpwood  will  be  below 
normal  in  1958-59. 

Negotiations  with  Alberta  we  st  Forest  Products  Corporation  Ltd, 
for  a  pulpwood  lease  in  the  Whitecourt  division  were  well  advanced  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  This  company  intends  to  establish  their  pulp 
mill  near  Edmonton. 
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Research  work  by  the  Federal  Government  in  silviculture,  entomo¬ 
logy  and  pathology  increasedand  several  projects  for  next  year  are  in  the 
planning  stage . 

The  Dominion  Forest  Service  completed  a  management  plan  for 
the  pilot  management  unit  in  the  Marsh -Head  Creek  of  the  Whitecourt 
division.  Cutting  compartments  were  laid  out  and  blazed.  Several  dif¬ 
ferent  methods  of  cutting  are  planned .  The  first  unit  containing  sixty  mil  - 
lion  feet  board  measure  of  timber  will  be  offered  for  sale  in  May  1958  and 
it  is  expected  operations  will  be  started  next  winter.  The  results  of  dif¬ 
ferent  methods  of  cutting  in  this  pilot  management  unit  will  be  a  guide  for 
future  timber  extraction  in  the  same  type  of  timber  stands  in  other  parts 
of  the  province .

FORESTRY  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


The  seventh  annual  consecutive  school  for  Forest  Officers  was  held  during 
the  fall  of  1957.  The  school  term  was  10  1/2  weeks  duration  and  ran  from  September 
30  to  December  11.  The  curriculum  remained  basically  unchanged  from  last  year's 
andincludeda  range  of  subjects  under  eighteen  major  headings  .  Students  were  drawn 
from  among  the  ranks  of  assistant  rangers  and  district  rangers  who  had  not  previously 
attended.  Nineteen  men  successfully  completed  the  course. 

Schools  for  towermen  were  held  this  spring  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
The  three  day  course  has  been  designed  to  familiarize  new  men  with  the  equipment 
and  procedures  as  much  as  possible  while  providing  a  refresher  course  for  former 
towermen.  A  total  of  54  men  was  instructed  at  three  separate  schools. 

Amathematics  correspondence  course  was  developedfor  in-service  use  ,  par  - 
ticularly  for  pre -ranger  school  instruction.  The  scope  of  instruction  has  been  en¬ 
larged  to  include  all  interested  Departmental  personnel. 

Other  projects  were  undertaken  by  the  school  staff  including  a  revision  of  the 
system  of  assessing  fire  damage  ,  preparation  of  instructional  and  procedural  manuals 
for  towermen,  and  several  publicity  projects. 
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FOREST  SURVEYS  BRANCH 

In  keeping  with  the  Department's  policy  of  administering  forest 
lands  in  accordance  to  sound  principles  of  sustained  yield  and  in  keeping 
with  the  functions  of  this  Branch,  considerable  progress  was  made  during 
the  year  in  the  following  work: 

Forest  Protection  Planning 

One  of  the  major  projects,  in  cooperation  with  the  Protection 
Branch,  was  fire  control  planning.  A  primary  requirement  was  the 
provision  of  information  for  detection  purposes  such  as  feasible  routes 
for  air  patrol  to  supplement  fire  tower  coverage  based  on  such  factors  as 
value  and  hazard  of  forest  cover,  high  incidence  of  fire  out -breaks, 
lightning  storm  patterns,  fire  tower  coverage  and  weather  hazard  con¬ 
ditions.  Using  information  available  from  records  of  past  fires,  past 
weather  records  ,  provincial  forest  inventory  and  panoramic  photos  taken 
from  individual  fire  towers,  overall  provincial  map  overlays  were  pre¬ 
pared  showing  interlocking  visibility  areas  from  fire  towers.  Coverage 
was  shown  in  three  colors,  each  color  representing  completeness  of 
cover  such  as  area  visible  from  one  tower,  two  towers,  three  or  more 
towers,  etc.  Other  individual  map  overlays  were  also  prepared  showing 
locations  of  value  andhazardof  the  forest  cover  as  well  as  high  incidence 
of  past  fires . 

The  second  requirement  was  to  provide  access  information  in 
order  to  co  -ordinate  air  and  ground  suppre ssion  facilities  .  The  approach 
here  was  to  show  on  maps  the  division  between  the  area  accessible  by 
ground  travel  means,  within  a  specified  elapsed  time  limit  of  6  hours, 
from  discovery  to  delivery  of  men  and  equipment  to  a  fire,  from  the  area 
which  could  only  be  reached  by  air  travel  within  the  same  time  limit. 
This  is  illustrated  in  an  accompanying  map.  In  the  air  travel  zone,  air¬ 
craft  landing  points  were  located  which  couldbe  usedby  fixed-wing  planes 
on  wheels  or  floats.  From  these  locations  an  area  was  shown  which 
could  be  reached  in  the  allotted  time  by  foot  travel  radially  from  the 
place  of  landing .  Thus  a  division  was  made  between  the  air  travel  zone 
which  could  be  reached  by  fixed-wing  plane  and  foot  travel  and  the  areas 
which  would  have  to  be  reached  by  helicopter  and  foot  travel. 

Forest  Management  Planning 


In  keeping  with  the  intention  of  preparing  plans  which  include  a 
cutting  program  regulated  to  a  sustained  yield,  a  protection  plan  aimed 
at  reducing  fire  losses  to  a  set  minimum  for  the  same  purpose  and  an 
improvement  program  for  each  management  unit  to  attain  it ,  new  inform¬ 
ation  is  being  provided  by  a  detailed  inventory  of  the  more  important 
forestareas.  In  the  preparation  of  a  completed  plan,  Management  Unit 
S  -5  of  the  Slave  Lake  Division ,  has  been  given  first  priority.  The  plans 
for  this  unit,  when  completed ,  will  serve  as  guides  or  patterns  for  those 
of  other  units  .  During  the  year,  substantial  progress  was  made  toward 
completing  the  work,  as  shown  on  the  accompanying  maps. 
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In  addition  to  the  work  accomplished  in  the  Slave  Lake  Division, 
a  start  was  made  on  a  detailed  inventory  of  the  Eastern  Rockies  Forest 
Conservation  Area  .  It  is  intended  that  this  work  be  completed  within  the 
next  two  year  s  .  Whenfinished,  detailed  forest  cover  maps  at  a  scale  of 
1  inch  to  1320  feet  and  statistical  data  on  volume,  area,  age  and  other 
growth  conditions,  will  be  available. 

The  service  of  providing  maps  for  timber  sale  applications  was 
continued  with  4  14  applications  dealt  with.  Maps  were  completed  for  a 
total  of  1 ,  126 , 000  acres  .  As  shown  on  the  accompanying  chart,  the  trend 
of  the  last  five  years  to  larger  applications,  was  even  more  pronounced 
in  1957-58  than  in  previous  years. 

The  summer  cruising  parties  were  confined  to  timber  applica¬ 
tions  in  order  to  assist  the  field  staff  to  catch  up  on  a  substantial  back¬ 
log.  Forest  Surveys  Branch  parties,  consisting  mostly  of  forestry 
students,  were  located  in  the  Edson  Division.  A  bombardier  track  vehicle 
wasusedfor  this  purpose  for  the  first  time.  It  proved  to  be  a  far  more 
efficient  and  economical  method  of  transporting  men  and  equipment  than 
the  previous  method  of  using  hired  pack  horses. 

Forest  Inventory  Maintenance 

Although  the  initial  forest  inventory  has  been  completed,  it  is 
necessary  to  do  continuous  maintenance  work  in  order  to  keep  the  inf  or - 
mationup  to  date.  In  this  work,  the  Federal  Government  has  agreed  to 
as  sist  financially  for  a  further  period  of  five  year's,  ending  March  31st, 
1961. 


Because  of  major  changes  in  the  forest  due  to  fire,  logging,  and 
intensive  oil  exploration,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  re -photograph 
the  important  management  units  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
overall  inventory  and  for  up-to-date  information  for  more  detailed  man¬ 
agement  as  mentioned  above.  Contracts  were  given  1:15,840  aerial 
photography  covering  approximately  27,500  square  miles.  The  coverage 
for  the  season  only  amounted  to  12,600  square  miles  due  mainly  to  the 
lack  of  suitable  photographic  weather. 

As  part  of  a  continuing  program  of  inventory  maintenance  but 
mainly  to  provide  more  up-to-date  information  on  access  for  fire  control 
purposes  ,  map  revisions  were  made  to  show  access  roads  ,  trails  and  air 
strips  on  84,500  square  miles  in  the  more  northerly  parts  of  Alberta. 
Prints  of  Federal  Government  photography  taken  during  1954  and  1955 
were  purchased  and  used  primarily  for  this  work. 

Also  completed  during  the  year  was  a  lithographed  composite 
forest  cover  map  of  the  province  in  different  colors,  showing  broadly  the 
state  of  the  forest  cover  as  of  1956.  This  map  is  at  a  scale  of  1  inch  to 
16  miles  and  a  thousand  copies  were  obtained  for  distribution  to  those  in¬ 
terested  . 

Other  forest  cover  maps  reproduced  by  lithography  included  40 
individual  map  sheets  at  a  scale  of  1  inch  to  2  mile  s  ,  covering  some  50 , 000 
square  miles  in  the  north-western  portion  of  the  province. 
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Miscellaneous 


Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  by  representatives  of  the 
forest  industry ,  particularly  the  pulp  and  paper  industry,  in  establishing 
other  processing  plants  in  Alberta.  This  Branch  has  been  called  upon 
from  time  to  time  to  provide  resource  data  which  in  total  has  amounted 
to  a  considerable  volume  of  work. 

Among  the  more  important  miscellaneous  projects  undertaken 
during  the  year ,  was  a  compilation  of  forestry  data  to  be  included  in  the 
MacGregor  Royal  Commission  report  of  the  development  of  Northern 
Alberta .

Remote  receiver  installations  were  made  at  Peace  River,  Slave 
Lake  and  La c  La  Biche  headquarters  in  small  insulated  buildings  heated 
by  one  propane  lamp  for  which  a  thermostatically  controlled  safety  valve 
is  supplied  to  eliminate  an  explosion  should  a  lamp  fail. 

Development  work  in  connection  with  the  modification  of  existing 
equipment  or  the  development  of  new  equipment  included  the  following: 

Modification  of  portable  transmitters  to  meet  new  Department  of 
Transport  specifications  regarding  frequency  stability. 
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Development  of  a  radio  frequency  amplifier  for  VHF  portable 
equipment . 

Development  of  a  control  system  for  remote  operation  of  the 
automatic  relay  station  at  Alder  Flats. 

Planning  and  arranging  for  changing  the  Lac  La  Biche  Division 
to  a  new  divisional  frequency. 

Surveying  the  Grande  Prairie  area  for  a  suitable  site  for  a  main 
automatic  relay  for  the  new  VHF  FM  circuit. 

Testing  various  frequencies  for  a  communications  link  between 
the  Hinton  Pulp  and  Paper  Mill  and  the  Forest  Office  at  Edson  and  many 
other  minor  equipment  modifications  to  produce  more  effective  service  . 

Due  to  the  Department  of  Transport  regulations  it  has  been 
necessary  to  monitor  more  closely  operational  procedures  in  the  field. 
Various  instructions  have  been  issued  from  time  to  time  to  ensure  that 
correct  operational  procedures  are  being  followed  and  that  operators  in 
the  field,  particularly  those  operating  portable  and  mobile  equipment, 
do  not  contravene  Department  of  Transport  regulations . 

The  staff  situation  has  eased  considerably  and  at  the  end  of  the 
period  under  review,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  Branch  was 
almost  fully  staffed  with  technicians  .

FISH 

Once  again  quite  a  noticeable  increase  is  evident  in  both  sport  and 
commercial  aspects  of  Alberta's  fishery,  indicated  primarily  by  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  in  licence  sales  and  secondly  by  an  over -all  increase 
in  commercial  fish  production. 

Commercial  fishery  realized  a  very  good  season  with  a  large 
number  of  fishermen  and  good  catches  combining  to  record  another  high 
in  whitefish  production  and  a  general  increase  for  other  species.  Local 
markets  were  very  active  during  certain  periods  serving  to  retain  net 
realization  to  the  fisherman  at  the  usual  high  standard  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  export  markets  showed  a  definite  trend  to  decline. 

Continued  pressure  of  public  participation  in  the  field  of  angling 
has  increased  the  necessity  for  incessant  research  in  stream  and  "pot- 
hold"  management  programs  .  Various  biological  experiments  have  been 
conducted  in  some  of  the  "pothole"  lakes  with  a  view  to  more  constant 
angling  success  andincreased  creels  .  This  phase  of  biological  research 
has  become  of  primary  importance  in  the  fact  that  preliminary  surveys 
have,  in  the  recent  past ,  failedto  reveal  many  new  suitable  waters  which 
are  accessible. 

The  biological  research  station  at  Gorge  Creek  was  operative 
during  the  eighth  year  of  its  existence,  as  in  previous  years,  through 
combined  efforts  of  the  Department  and  the  University  of  Alberta.  The 
trout  programs,  composed  of  further  studies  on  competition,  blood 
lactic  acid  and  glycogen  analysis  ,  were  continued  by  three  undergraduate 
students.  Three  others  completed  studies  on  bighorn  sheep  and  blue 
grouse  and  commenced  a  study  of  mule  deer.  The  University  of  Toronto 
was  provided  with  a  collection  of  100  live  golden -mantled  squirrels. 
Supervision  of  activities  was  providedmainly  by  Departmental  biologists 
due  to  the  untimely  illness  suffered  by  Dr.  R.B.  Miller  and  his  conse¬ 
quent  inability  to  attend  to  such  duties  . 

Trout  stocking  was  comparatively  satisfactory.  However,  it  was 
necessary  to  stock  large  quantities  of  small  fish  due  to  very  poor  survival 
of  the  rainbow  trout  carryover  at  the  Raven  Ponds.  Somewhat  larger 
quantities  of  perch  were  distributed  than  in  previous  years  with  excep¬ 
tional  success .  Planting  operations  as  a  whole  were  unhindered  by  poor 
roads  or  weather  . 

Further  additions  were  made  to  the  supply  of  field  based  equip¬ 
ment  mainly  in  the  form  of  boat  trailers,  boats  and  outboard  motors. 
One  power  toboggan,  based  at  Athabasca,  was  put  into  service  to  good 
advantage .

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GAME 


GENERAL 


A  very  considerable  increase  in  all  wildlife  throughout  the  province 
is  reported  for  1957.  Particularly  notable  is  the  increase  in  upland  game 
birds.  There  is  every  indication  that  ruffed  grouse  and  sharp  tailed 
grouse  are  nearing  the  top  of  the  cycle  which  fluctuates  over  a  period  of 
nine  or  ten  years.  Both  moose  and  deer  show  a  decided  increase  over 
the  last  few  years  and  numerous  moose  calves  have  been  reported  during 
the  season  by  Forestry  personnel  and  Fish  and  Game  Officers. 


Along  with  the  increase  in  the  big  game  and  game  bird  population , 
there  has  been  a  continued  increase  in  the  sale  of  big  game  and  game 
birdlicences .  As  shown  on  the  attached  table,  the  sale  of  Resident  Bird 
Game  Licences  reached  an  all  time  high  of  83,079.  The  Non-Resident 
(Non -Canadian)  BirdGame  Licences  have  more  than  doubled  over  the  last 
five  years,  reaching  a  total  of  1,020  licences  sold.  An  equally  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  sale  of  Resident  Big  Game  licences  has  taken  place.  33,268 
Resident  Big  Game  licences  were  sold  during  1957  as  compared  with  8 , 747 
only  four  years  ago. 


These  increased  sales  of  licences  indicate  a  corresponding  in¬ 
crease  in  hunting  pressure  on  both  big  game  and  game  birds.  As  a  re¬ 
sult  the  administration  of  game  in  the  province  has  become  more  exact¬ 
ing  and  demanding  ,  requiring  more  effective  enforcement  supervision  by 
staff  of  the  department. 


Applied  big  game  management  techniques  included  dividing  the 
province  into  ten  different  zone  s ,  each  zone  having  its  own  open  and  closed 
season  and  bag  limits.  There  was  a  closed  season  on  deer  in  that  part 
of  the  province  lying  east  of  No.  2  Highway  and  south  of  the  North  Sask¬ 
atchewan  River  where  an  open  season  for  antelope  was  declared.  2,482 
antelope  licences  were  sold  to  residents  only.  Departmental  biologists 
recommended  that  a  total  of  2,500  antelope  would  be  the  maximum  num¬ 
ber  of  antelope  that  should  be  taken  in  the  one  season. 


As  already  noted  the  sale  of  game  bird  licences  continues  to  show 
an  increase.  One  reason  for  this  may  be  the  observed  increase  in  the 
number  of  game  birds,  both  migratory  and  upland.  A  second  reason  is 
probably  the  relatively  high  degree  of  prosperity  enjoyed  by  Alberta 
residents  plus  gains  made  by  many  people  in  the  amount  of  leisure  time 
at  their  disposal. 
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Biologists  and  assistants  continued  their  investigations  of  field 
game  conditions  and  reports  as  to  suitable  areas  for  the  release  of 
pheasants  from  the  Department's  pheasant  hatchery  at  Brooks.  Phea  - 
sants  are  only  being  released  in  areas  recommended  by  the  Biologists. 
A  crew  consisting  of  representatives  from  the  United  States  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service,  the  Canadian  Wildlife  Service  and  the  Fish  and  Game 
Branch  conducted  the  usual  waterfowl  air  and  ground  survey.  We  now 
have  as  high  a  duck  population  as  any  recorded. 

FUR  PRODUCTION 

The  trapping  of  fur -bearing  animals  throughout  the  province  has 
declined  significantly  over  the  past  ten  years  and  at  the  present  time  much 
of  the  trapping  is  done  by  farmers  and  land  owners  to  provide  some  ad¬ 
ditional  income  .  In  Alberta  this  professionis  divided  into  two  categories  . 
The  regulations  provide  for  the  registration  of  traplines  in  the  forested 
areas.  On  the  other  hand,  land -owners  and  occupants  of  land  may  trap 
on  their  property  under  authority  of  a  Resident  Trapper's  Licence.  Util¬ 
ization  of  fur -bearing  animals  on  privately  owned  land  has  become  in¬ 
creasingly  more  important  to  many  land -owner  s  ,  each  year  .  During  the 
year  under  review,  50%  of  all  fur  s  taken  were  produced  on  privately  own¬ 
ed  land. 

At  present  there  are  2,398  registered  trappers  conducting  trap¬ 
ping  operations  in  the  province  as  compared  to  2,487  the  year  before. 
Ten  years  ago  there  were  approximately  3,000  registered  trappers 
operating  within  the  province  .  This  gradual  reduction  in  registered  trap- 
lines  can  be  accountedfor  ,  firstly  by  a  decline  in  fur  prices  and  second¬ 
ly  by  the  improved  economic  conditions  of  people  who  normally  engage 
in  trapping.  The  opportunity  to  obtain  profitable  employment  elsewhere 
has  influenced  many  trapper  s  to  leave  their  traplines  and  engage  in  other 
occupations . 

There  has  been  a  gradual  change  in  the  personnel  employed  in  pro  - 
fessional  trapping  .  The  Treaty  Indian  and  the  Metis  population  have  grad¬ 
ually  replacedthe  white  trapper  to  the  extent  that,  some  years  ago,  less 
than  1/3  of  the  persons  employed  in  trapping  were  Indians  and  Metis, 
whereas  this  year  almost  50%  of  the  registered  traplines  are  registered 
to  Indian  and  Metis  people.  The  quantity  of  fur  sold  during  the  last  four 
or  five  year  s  ha  s  remained  fairly  constant,  but  prices  have  shown  great 
fluctuation.  This  year  there  has  been  a  gratifying  trend  upwards  in  prices  , 
on  what  is  commonly  referred  to  as  'long-haired  fur',  such  as  badgers, 
coyotes,  fox  and  timber  wolves  .  The  most  noticeable  change  in  the  price 
for  this  type  of  fur  was  evident  in  the  prices  received  for  pelts  of  timber 
wolves  and  coyotes.  Red  fox  also  brought  a  better  price.  Although  the 
number  of  pelts  sold  is  not  very  large,  the  increases  in  prices  are  en¬ 
couraging.  The  future  of  the  trapping  profession  hinges  to  a  great  ex¬ 
tent  on  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  market  for  'long-haired'  fur.  Re - 
cently  the  only  four  types  of  skins  in  demand  by  the  fur  trade  were  ermine  , 
muskrat,  squirrel  and  beaver,  with  a  very  limited  demand  for  marten 
and  wild  mink . 
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The  protection  whichhas  been  afforded  beaver  over  the  last  num¬ 
ber  of  years  hag  shown  results  because  the  number  of  beaver  pelts  pro- 
ducedhas  steadily  increased.  This  year's  production  of  beaver  pelts  con¬ 
sisted  of  30 , 987  pelts  selling  at  an  average  price  of  $9.75.  Of  this  num¬ 
ber,  13,885  pelts  were  produced  on  privately  owned  lands .  The  land 
owned  is  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  fur  produced 
on  his  own  land  forms  a  valuable  addition  to  his  farm  income. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  several  new  additions  were  made  to  the  staff  em¬ 
ploye  d  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Branch.  A  fish  and  game  district  was  es¬ 
tablished  at  Valleyvie  wand  one  at  Lac  La  Biche.  An  assistant  Fish  and 
Game  Officer  was  also  posted  to  Stony  Plain  and  one  additional  Fish  and 
Game  Biologist  was  appointed.  During  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  the 
following  fish  and  game  branch  offices  were  supplied  with  stenographers: 
Athabasca,  Brooks,  Castor,  Lethbridge  and  Pincher  Creek.  These  ap¬ 
pointments  relieved  the  Fish  and  Game  Officers  of  much  routine  office 
work,  giving  them  more  time  for  patrol  and  field  work.  It  has  also  been 
found  to  be  advantageous  to  have  someone  in  the  office  to  meet  the  public 
and  answer  telephone  calls,  issue  permits  and  licences,  etc.

For  the  year  under  review  legal  descriptions  were  prepared  for 
755  notifications  covering  anarea  of  166 , 342  acres  for  which  certificates 
of  title  were  is  sued  in  the  Land  Titles  Office.  During  the  previous  year 
576  notifications  were  issued  covering  an  area  of  125, 186  acres. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  notifications  issued  exceeded 
last  year's  issue  by  179  and  the  area  patented  increased  by  4  1 ,  155 .487 
acres  ,  more  or  less  .  As  usual  notifications  for  homesteads  top  the  list  .

LAND  SETTLEMENT  SURVEYS: 


The  lands  which  have  been  surveyed  over  the  past  8  years  have 
placedthe  Department  ahead  of  the  demand  and  as  a  result  no  land  set¬ 
tlement  surveys  were  carried  out  during  this  fiscal  year.  It  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  new  surveys  for  land  settlement  purposes  will  be  undertaken 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Vermilion. 

MISCELLANEOUS  SURVEYS: 

The  demandfor  commercial  and  recreational  properties  border - 
ing  lakes,  river  s  and  new  highways  continues  to  remain  at  a  high  level  and 
numerous  surveys  were  undertaken  to  provide  lots  etc  .  for  building  sites  . 
Brief  details  are  as  follows: - 

Calling  Lake  Subdivision  and  Cemetery  Site 

64  lots  were  surveyedfor  residential  building  sites  and  a  survey 
of  an  old  Indian  burial  ground  adjoining  the  Calling  Lake  Subdivision  was 
made  to  define  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Winagami  Subdivision 


A  recreational  subdivision  comprising  72  lots  for  residential 
building  purposes  was  provided  on  the  East  shore  of  Winagami  Lake  in 
the  Provincial  Park. 

Jackfish  Lake  Subdivision 

A  survey  was  made  of  the  island  in  Jackfish  Lake,  Township  52, 
Range  2 ,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian  and  35  lots  were  provided  for  residential 
building  sites . 

Tay  River  Subdivision 

A  small  residential  subdivision  along  the  Tay  River  in  Township 
35,  Range  8,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian  was  surveyed  and  17  lots  were  made 
available  for  building  sites. 

Re  dearth  Subdivi  sion 


18  commercial  and 22  residential  sites  were  surveyedat  Redearth 
in  Township  87,  Range  9,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian.  This  survey  was 
made  to  insure  that  a  form  of  orderly  development  would  take  place  in 
this  oil  producing  area. 
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Whitecourt  Subdivision 

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Whitecourt  area  in  Township  59, 
Range  12,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian  and  100  residential  lots  were  provided. 
Additional  surveys  were  undertaken  and  22  commercial  lots  were  also 
made  available  .  A  small  survey  in  the  same  area  was  made  in  order  that 
the  Lands  Branch  could  dispose  of  2  site  s  for  commercial  purposes  by  way 
of  sale  contracts . 

Hinton  Subdivision 

As  a  result  of  the  demand  for  land  close  to  the  Jasper  National 
Park  gates,  some  four  separate  subdivisions  were  made  along  the  Jasper 
Highway  and  a  total  of  11  commercial  sites  were  made  available. 

Cardinal  Lake 

A  survey  was  undertaken  for  a  recreational  lease  on  the  East  side 
of  Cardinal  Lake  in  Township  83,  Range  24,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian. 

Harvie  Heights 

A  partial  re  survey  of  Har  vie  Heights  was  undertaken  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  Calgary  Power  line  right-of-way,  which  ran  through  this 
Subdivision,  was  relocated. 

Fox  Creek 

An  administrative  site  for  the  Forestry  Branch  was  surveyed  at 
this  location .  A  nuisance  ground  survey  was  also  made  at  the  request  of 
the  Lands  Branch . 

O'Chiese  Tower  Site 


A  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  O'Chiese  Indian  Reserve  for  the 
Forestry  Branch .  Plans  were  prepared  and  forwarded  to  Ottawa  for  the 
approval  of  the  Federal  Government  covering  a  lookout  tower  site  in  Town¬ 
ship  43,  Range  10,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian. 

Kinuso 


Privately  owned  lands,  were  surveyed  in  this  area  to  provide  a 
forestry  administration  site. 

Wabamun  Lake 


A  survey  for  a  wharf  and  boathouse  site  was  undertaken  for  the 
Fisheries  Branch. 


A  miscellaneous  survey  was  made  in  Township  5 1 ,  Range  25 ,  West 
of  the  4th  Meridian  in  the  bed  of  the  North  Saskatchewan  River  to  define 
the  areas  of  2  gravel  leases  over  which  a  controversy  had  arisen.  This 
survey  was  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Lands  Branch. 

In  co -operation  with  the  Dir  ector  of  Surveys,  a  survey  of  control 
meridians  was  made  in  Townships  87  and  88  ,  Ranges  8  and  9,  West  of  the 
5th  Meridian  to  provide  survey  control  in  this  area  of  increasing  oil 
developments.  As  the  area  is  at  times  inaccessable  in  the  summer 
months,  a  winter  survey  was  necessary. 
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RESTORATION  SURVEYS 

The  restoration  survey  season  commenced  early  in  May  with  in¬ 
spections  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  House  and  Edson  areas  .  Upon  completion 
of  inspections  in  these  areas  the  party  proceededto  the  Cold  Lake  ,  Carrot 
Creek,  Hythe  and  Peace  River  areas  .  At  the  conclusion  of  these  inspec¬ 
tions  the  two  men  employed  as  inspectors  joined  forces  with  the  restor¬ 
ation  survey  party  and  assisted  this  party  until  the  conclusion  of  this  sur¬ 
vey  season. 

The  restoration  party  commenced  operations  in  the  Peace  River 
district  completing  an  area  in  and  around  Townships  87  to  90,  Ranges  17 
to  20  inclusive ,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian  which  had  not  been  finished  the 
previous  year  .  A  pack  outfit  of  some  25  horses  was  hired  for  this  oper¬ 
ation  as  well  as  the  subsequent  program  along  the  22nd  base  line. 

The  22nd  base  line  was  restored  and  re-established  east  from 
Range  16,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian  to  Range  24  ,  West  of  the  4th  Meridian, 
a  total  of  some  110  miles. 

The  restoration  survey  of  this  base  line  was  not  completed  until 
well  on  in  September  and  then  only  after  much  hardship  and  personal 
privation.  Several  horses  were  mired  in  the  muskeg  and  had  to  be  des¬ 
troyed.  It  was  necessary  to  hire  an  Indian  guide  for  the  last  part  of  the 
journey.  At  the  completion  of  the  base  line  survey  the  party  trailed  out 
to  Slave  Lake  area  and  continued  operations  in  Townships  75  and  76, 
Ranges  8,  9  and  10,  West  of  the  5th  Meridian .  The  contract  for  the  pack 
outfit  was  terminated  and  the  survey  continued,  the  party  using  teams  and 
wagons . 

The  whole  of  the  summer  season  in  the  areas  worked  by  the  re  stor  - 
ation  party  was  characterized  by  extremely  wet  weather.  A  heavy  fall  of 
snow  interrupted  the  work  in  the  Slave  Lake  area  and  the  party  proceeded 
to  make  restoration  surveys  in  the  Edson  and  Rocky  Mountain  House 
areas,  after  which  they  returned  to  the  Slave  Lake  Area  and  worked  until 
snow  and  cold  conditions  made  further  surveys  uneconomical. 

An  investigation  was  made  into  the  activities  of  the  various  oil 
companies  who  had  conducted  operations  over  the  lines  restored  and  ac - 
counts  were  submitted  to  the  various  companies  concerned  in  the  oper¬ 
ations  in  the  following  amounts:

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During  the  past  six  year  s  2 , 655  survey  monuments  have  been  re¬ 
stored  and/or  re -established  and  the  sum  of  $  128 , 744 . 84  has  been  re- 
ceivedfrom the  various  member  companies  of  the  oil  industry  who  were 
adjudged  responsible  for  the  destruction  of  the  survey  monuments. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  1958  survey  season  will  finish  any  large 
volume  of  restoration  work  and  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  inspect  and 
restore  those  areas  of  destruction  which  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
Technical  Division  through  the  reports  of  the  forest  officers  in  the  field 
and  the  companies  conducting  geophysical  exploration  throughout  the 
province  as  well  as  areas  checked  by  the  survey  monument  inspector. 

PLANS  OF  SURVEY 

Again  there  is  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  plans  sub- 
mittedfor  examination  and  filed  in  this  Division  so  that  the  rights  of  the 
applicants  could  be  established  upon  crown  lands.  Brief  details  are  as 
follows:

AERIAL  PHOTOGRAPHY 
Aerial  Photographic  Library: 

The  total  number  of  aerial  photographs  upon  scales  of  3333'  and 
1320®  to  the  inch  sold  during  the  year  amounted  to  59,440,  This  is  about 
20,450  less  than  la  st  year  but  nevertheless  it  indicates  a  continuous  de - 
mand  for  this  photography.  The  total  number  of  photographs  sold  since 
1950  is  459,452. 

Replacement  photography  received  this  year  amounted  to  5  1  line 
miles  which  completed  Job  160,  the  original  contract  of  the  Province. 

Aerial  Photographic  Surveys  Act 


Atotalof29  licenses  were  is suedthis  year  compared  with  14  last 
year  bringing  to  118  the  number  of  licenses  issued  since  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  the  Aerial  Surveys  Act  in  April,  1951. 

Photographic  Enlargements 


There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  enlargements  under - 
taken  this  year  „  A  total  of  596  enlargements  were  made  as  compared  with 
567  last  year . 

Mosaics 


41  mosaics  were  compiled  during  this  fiscal  year  covering  1,041 
square  miles  .  C  ompared  to  last  year  s  figure  the  re  is  a  considerable  de¬ 
crease,  however,  it  is  conceivable  that  this  decrease  is  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  impending  mosaics  covering  the  entire  Province. 

This  Division  has  been  committed  to  undertake  mosaics  for  the 
Re  search  Council  of  Alberta  covering  the  entire  province  at  scales  of  1" 
to  1  mile  and  1"  to  3  miles.  The  original  mosaic  will  be  made  up  entire  - 
ly  from  existing  photography  and  constructed  at  a  scale  of  1/40,000 
(1"  =  3333’),  A  Zeiss  Seg  V  photographic  enlarger  has  been  ordered  and 
should  arrive  sometime  late  in  July,  1958.  By  using  this  machine  the 
operator  will  be  able  to  remove  the  discrepancies  of  scale  and  tip  and 
tilt  from  the  photography ,  thereby  resulting  in  a  better  and  truer  picture. 
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Film  Processing 

Film  processing  was  undertaken  by  our  Photographic  Laboratory 
this  year  and  special  equipment  was  purchased  enabling  us  to  process 
K20  films  as  well  as  the  regular  9"  x  9"  negatives.  The  Fore  stry  Branch 
was  previously  sending  their  film  out  to  Commercial  firms  to  be  develop¬ 
ed  but  since  this  new  equipment  was  installed  in  our  Lab,  the  cost  has 
been  reducedas  well  as  the  time  for  delivery .  Up  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year  18  K20  and  2  regular  9"  x  9"  film  rolls  were  processed  amounting 
to  approximately  950  negatives. 

Multiplex  and  Kelsh  Diapositives 

Kelsh  diapositives  printed  this  year  amounted  to  90  plates 
Multiplex  diapositives  printed  totalled  236 

The  total  number  of  diapositives  printed  from  January,  1954,  is 
1,554.  The  majority  of  these  plates  were  printedfor  this  office  and  used 
in  conjunction  with  the  preparation  of  contour  maps  for  other  Depart¬ 
ments  . 

Contour  Mapping 

15  contour  maps  were  compiled  this  year  comprising  16,347 
acres.  This  indicates  a  substantial  increase  over  last  year  when  only 
5  maps  were  completed.  The  majority  of  these  maps  were  undertaken 
for  the  Town  and  Rural  Planning,  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs,  the 
Department  of  Highways  as  well  as  our  Department. 

It  is  becoming  more  apparent  each  day  that  other  Departments 
as  well  as  our  own  realize  that  by  the  use  of  our  Kelsh  and  Multiplex 
machines  ,  contour  maps  are  produced  quickly  and  accurately  thus  saving  , 
in  the  field,  an  enormous  number  of  man  hours  which  were  necessary 
in  the  old  method  of  compiling  these  maps. 

Indexing 

The  indexing  of  all  the  new  photography  flown  over  the  East  Slope 
and  Edson  to  Grand  Prairie  area  has  been  completed.  Due  to  Adverse 
weather  conditions  the  photographing  of  the  East  slope  area  was  not  com  - 
pletedandit  is  anticipated  that  the  remainder  of  this  photography  will  be 
received  during  1958.  The  photographs  received  were  flown  under 
licence  at  a  scale  of  1"  =  1,320'  with  both  6"  and  12"  lens. 

MAPPING 

Planimetric  Mapping 

The  fair  drawings  of  82  G  8,  9  and  16,  82  J  1,  83  F  5,  6,  11  and 
12  were  completed.  The  interpretation  and  transcribing  to  manuscripts 
and  fair  drawings  were  completed  for  83  L  1  to  7  inclusive  and  12,  83  E 
9,  10,  14  to  16  inclusive. 

The  processing  of  the  photography  for  map  sheet  areas  72  M  1  to 
16  inclusive  was  completed  with  the  transcription  of  this  interpretation  to 
the  manuscripts  and  the  final  drafting  and  reduction  completed  for  map 
sheet  areas  72  M  8,  10  to  16  inclusive. 

The  interpretation  for  the  map  sheet  area  82  P  was  started  during 
the  latter  part  of  this  fiscal  year. 
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Forestry  Drafting 

Forestry  drafting  consisted  mainly  of  the  construction  of  a  border 
and  legend  for  the  Forest  Management  unit  maps.  These  maps  are  at  a 
scale  of  1"  =  1,320'  ( 1/ 15 , 840)  and  cover  an  area  of  one  township.  With 
border  margin  these  maps  measure  36"  x  48"  in  size. 

Other  forestry  drafting  entailed  the  drawing  of  plans  for  a  new 
engine  house,  tower  house,  other  incidental  drafting  and  mapping  for  the 
Forestry  Radio  Branch,  Forest  Protection  and  Management  branches. 

Eastern  Rockies  Forest  Conservation  Area 

Last  November  new  maps  of  the  Crowsnest,  Bow  River  and  Clear¬ 
water  Forests  were  lithographed  in  3  colors  and  show  all  pertinent  in¬ 
formation  relative  to  these  areas.  2,000  copies  of  each  were  printed. 

Map  of  Alberta  -  Open  and  Closed  to  Settlement 

The  heavy  demand  for  this  map  still  exists  and  a  rerun  of  same 
was  published  showing  the  boundaries  of  the  yellow  and  green  areas  of  the 
Province.  2, 100  copies  were  printed. 

Peace  River  Booklet 

A  revised  edition  of  the  Peace  River  booklet  was  published  in 
March  of  this  year.  The  maps  therein  show  the  patented  areas  in  red; 
lands  held  under  lease  and  sale  in  brown;  areas  withdrawn  from  settle¬ 
ment  in  green  and  the  public  lands  available  in  white.  4,  125  copies  were 
printed. 

Planimetric  maps 

Owing  to  the  heavy  demand  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  25  of 
these  maps  rerun.  100  copies  of  each  were  printed. 

Township  Plans 

6  township  plans  covering  new  and  revised  surveys  were  issued. 
These  were  prepared  through  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Surveys  and 
cover  the  following  lands:

Included  in  this  amount  was  a 
Special  Warrant  of  $50,000.00  provided  for  the  setting  up  of  summer 
camps  for  employment  of  men  formerly  employed  in  the  coal  mines  in 
the  Blairmore  Areas  on  F orestry  Projects  of  the  Eastern  Rockies  Forest 
Conservation  Board. 

Expenditure  on  Capital  Account  was  $225,  993.  18.  Agreements 
were  negotiated  between  Canada  and  the  Province  whereby  Special  War¬ 
rants  were  initiated  in  respect  to  construction  of  Forestry  Access  Roads 
and  the  clearing  and  construction  of  Picnic  Shelter  s  in  Provincial  Parks  . 
In  this  regard  the  amounts  disbursed  as  at  March  31,  1958,  were 
$85,799.45  Access  Roads  and  $35,457.97  Picnic  Shelters.  Canada 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  Province  on  a  50-50  basis.  This  program  to 
continue  to  May  and  June,  1958.

Incoming  mail  increased  14.4%  from  the  previous  year.  Out¬ 
going  mail  showed  an  0.6%  increase.  An  increase  in  incoming  mail 
usually  reflected  a  substantial  increase  in  the  outgoing  mail.  Formerly 
the  ratio  of  incoming  mail  to  outgoing  mail  was  a  fairly  good  indication 
of  whether  or  not  the  staff  was  able  to  cope  with  the  amount  of  work 
received.  Now,  however,  there  is  anincreasing  number  of  assessment 
and  tax  notices,  receipts  and  so  forth  being  received  and  the  ratio  is 
losing  some  of  its  former  significance. 

Entries  in  the  record  section  showedan  increase  of  7.9%.  How¬ 
ever,  requests  for  land  standings,  both  internally  and  externally,  now 
overshadow  recording .  It  is  estimated  that  from  50-60%  of  the  staff's 
time  is  spent  on  land  standings.  A  change  in  the  Right  of  Entry  Board 
regulations,  requiring  standings,  incr  eased  the  amount  of  work ,  includ¬ 
ing  typing.  Provision  for  the  issuance  of  mineral  surface  leases  and 
pipe  line  agreements  has  reduced  the  amount  of  work  going  through  the 
various  Boards. 

Amalgamation  of  the  school  and  public  land  registers  is  still 
proceeding  andis  completed  from  the  Fourth  Meridian  to  Range  2  of  the 
Fifth  Meridian. 

Moving  the  file  room  to  the  sixth  floor  of  the  building  provided 
a  much  better  working  space,  but  has  created  a  greater  demand  for  the 
delivery  of  individual  files.  Telephone  requests  increased  to  a  point 
where  an  extra  phone  had  to  be  installed,  and  lines  of  communication 
have  been  greatly  extented.  However,  systems  now  in  use  in  the  file 
room  have  greatly  improved  the  condition  there. 

Microfilming  of  the  patented  files  from  Ottawa  was  started  in 
January,  1956  and  completedin  January  1957  .  Fromfour  to  seven  girls 
worked  continuously  on  this  project  throughout  the  year  .  There  has  been 
daily  reference  to  these  films,  mostly  for  proof  of  age  and  nationality, 
much  of  which  started  through  the  distribution  of  the  citizen's  oil 
dividends.  Six  hundred  and  seventeen  rolls  of  microfilm  were  exposed 
during  the  past  year . 

Two  new  projects  are  underway  for  the  new  year  and  both  con¬ 
cern  the  file  plot  books.  One  is  to  eliminate  transcribing  as  much  as 
possible,  and  to  provide  faster  reference  .  The  other  is  to  place  the  land 
dispositions,  particularly  rights  of  entry,  on  a  much  larger  scale.  The 
latter  should  provide  a  better  knowledge  of  what  is  taking  place  in  the 
producing  areas  than  is  now  possible  under  the  present  system. 

I  sincerely  appreciate  the  type  and  quality  of  work  turned  out  by 
our  staff,  particularly  in  attention  to  details  and  accuracy.  Each  and 
every  one  is  to  be  commended  for  his  or  her  contribution  to  the  work  of 
the  department .

REPORT  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  PARKS  BOARD

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  public  patronage  of  Provincial 
Parks  exceeded  one  million  per  sons  .  The  continued  increase  in  the  use 
of  Provincial  Parks  has  more  than  ever  confirmed  the  Board's  belief 
that  the  parks  play  an  important  role  in  today' s  recreation  needs  .  Develop¬ 
ment  plans  were  completed  for  two  recently  established  parks  and  sev¬ 
eral  other  development  plans  were  revised  to  provide  improved  facil- 
itie  s . 


In  keeping  with  the  policy  of  improving  existing  facilities  and  pro¬ 
viding  new  areas  for  the  use  of  the  public,  four  new  parks  were  estab¬ 
lished  by  order  in  council.  These  parks  are: 

Little  Fish  Lake  Provincial  Park-Establishedto  improve  recrea  - 
tion  and  camping  needs  in  the  Drumheller  area. 

Big  Hill  Springs  Provincial  Park  -  A  scenic  area  near  Cochrane 
established  to  preserve  the  aesthetic  values  of  the  area  and  to  provide 
camping  facilities. 

Willow  Creek  Provincial  Park  -  Established  to  improve  recrea¬ 
tional  facilities  and  provide  a  camping  area  m  the  vicinity  of  Stavely. 

Thunder  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Established  to  provide  picnic, 
camping  and  recreational  facilities  in  the  Barrhead  district. 

In  addition  by  Order  in  Countil  the  area  of  Lac  Cardinal  Provin¬ 
cial  Park  was  increased  by  110.20  acres  to  provide  improved  camping 
and  beach  facilities. 

Order  in  Council  592/57  established  regulations  governing  the 
issuance  of  Licenses  of  Occupation  in  Provincial  Parks. 

With  the  increased  patronage  at  the  parks,  the  Board  employed 
17  fulltime  caretaker  s  from  April  15  to  September  15  and  where  neces¬ 
sary  employed  casual  labour  to  maintain  and  achieve  maximum  sanita¬ 
tion.  Three  parks  now  have  permanent  wardens  in  residence  through¬ 
out  the  year . 

There  are  thirty-seven  Provincial  Parks  established  of  which 
thirty  are  being  developed  and  are  considered  active  parks  while  one  is 
being  maintained  as  an  historical  site .  Six  parks  are  classed  as  inactive 
with  little  or  no  development  taking  place  at  the  present  time. 

Due  to  the  retirement  of  T.W.  Dalkin,  former  Director  of  the 
Technical  Division  and  member  of  the  Parks  Board,  Order  in  Council 
605/57  appointed  V.  A.  Wood  as  Chairman  and  E.P.  Shaver  and  H.  Soley 
as  members  of  the  Provincial  Parks  Board.  The  Provincial  Parks  Board 
wishes  at  this  time  to  extend  their  appreciation  to  Mr  .  Dalkin  for  the  many 
years  of  valuable  service  to  the  people  of  Alberta  in  the  field  of  recrea¬ 
tion  . 
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As  a  result  of  discussions  between  the  Federal  Government  and 
the  Province  of  Alberta  a  program  to  help  increase  winter  employment 
and  to  also  improve  and  create  additional  picnic  and  camping  areas  in 
the  Province  was  undertaken  .  Funds  were  allocated  for  this  purpose  by 
the  Province  with  a  repayment  of  50%  of  the  expenditures  to  be  made  by 
the  Federal  Government. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  main  developments  and 
activities  carried  on  during  this  fiscal  year: 

Aspen  Beach  Provincial  Park  -  The  erection  of  parking  barrier  s  , 
painting  and  repair  of  buildings  ,  installation  of  street  lights  and  general 
maintenance  of  the  park  area  were  the  major  projects. 

Beauvais  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  The  major  projects  undertaken 
were  the  brushing  and  clearing  of  the  camp  grounds  and  construction  of 
a  picnic  shelter  under  the  Federal -Provincial  program  as  well  as  gen¬ 
eral  maintenance  to  the  park  area. 

Big  Hill  Springs  Provincial  Park  -  No  developments  undertaken. 

Crimson  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Construction  and  maintenance 
of  roads,  completion  of  a  picnic  shelter,  clearing  of  the  camping  area, 
drilling  of  two  new  wells,  brushing  of  additional  picnic  areas  and  con¬ 
struction  of  two  picnic  shelters  under  the  Federal -Provincial  Program 
were  the  major  projects  completed  in  this  Park. 

Cross  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  The  construction  of  a  picnic  shel¬ 
ter,  grading  and  sanding  of  the  beach,  erection  of  parking  barriers  and 
general  maintenance  were  the  main  undertakings  during  this  year.  The 
under  brushing  of  40  acres  for  picnic  and  camping  purposes  and  construe  - 
tion  of  three  miles  of  fireguard  under  the  Federal -Provincial  program 
were  completed  during  the  winter  . 

Cypress  Hills  Provincial  Park  -  Improvements  to  the  beach, 
camping  and  picnic  areas  were  made  as  well  as  construction  of  addition¬ 
al  facilities .  The  road  program  was  continued.  The  construction  of  a 
timber  access  road,  picnic  shelter  and  thinning  of  undergrowth  under 
the  Federal -Provincial  program  was  also  completed.  A  steady  demand 
for  cottage  lots  was  also  noted. 

Dillberry  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Work  in  this  Park  consisted 
mainly  of  improving  the  existing  facilities.  A  boat  launching  ramp  was 
constructed  and  a  new  water  well  provided.  As  a  result  of  this  lake 
being  stocked  with  trout  a  large  number  of  visitors  to  the  Park  has 

been  noted. 

Garner  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Continued  high  water  again  lim¬ 
ited  the  development  work  in  this  park.  Maintenance  work  was  carried 
out  in  the  regular  season.  During  the  winter  a  picnic  shelter  was  con- 
structedand  25  acres  were  underbrushed  for  picnic  and  camping  pur¬ 
poses  under  the  Federal -Provincial  program. 

Gooseberry  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Work  in  this  park  was  lim¬ 
ited  to  maintenance  of  the  existing  facilities. 
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Kinbrook  Island  Provincial  Park  -  Improvements  were  made  to 
the  picnic  and  sanitary  facilities  and  maintenance  of  the  irrigation  sys¬ 
tem  were  the  major  projects  during  the  regular  season.  A  picnic  shel¬ 
ter  was  constructed  during  the  winter  under  the  Federal -Provincial 
program. 

Lac  Cardnal  Provincial  Park  -  Development  work  consisted  of 
the  construction  of  bathing  change  houses  ,  sanitary  facilities  ,  picnic  tab¬ 
les  and  a  boat  pier  during  the  regular  season.  Regular  maintenance  was 
also  carried  out .  A  picnic  shelter  and  underbrushing  of  additional  camp¬ 
ing  and  picnic  areas  were  completed  during  the  winter  season  under  the 
Federal -Provincial  program. 

Little  Bow  Provincial  Park  -  The  major  construction  projects  in 
this  park  were  the  building  of  a  combination  caretaker  and  storage  build¬ 
ing,  wading  pool,  cistern  and  baseball  diamond.  Regular  maintenance 
work  and  improvements  to  existing  facilities  were  also  carried  out. 

Little  Fish  Provincial  Park  -  No  developments  undertaken. 

Long  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  The  development  plan  of  this  park 
was  completed  and  layout  plans  of  the  proposed  subdivision  were  pre¬ 
pared.  Survey workin  this  park  is  slated  for  the  coming  year.  During 
the  winter  40  acres  of  the  proposed  road  and  picnic  areas  were  cleared 
and  underbrushed  under  the  Federal -Provincial  program. 

Ma-Me-O  Beach  Provincial  Park  -  Improved  road,  picnic  and 
bathing  facilities  were  provided  and  maintenance  of  existing  facilities 
were  carried  out  in  this  park. 

Park  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  The  development  of  this  park  is 
virtually  complete  and  work  this  year  was  limited  to  improving  exist¬ 
ing  facilities  and  maintenance  of  improvements. 

Pembina  River  Provincial  Park  -  Improving  the  road,  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Park  area  were  the  major  works  carried  out  in  the  sum¬ 
mer.  As  part  of  the  Federal -Provincial  program  40  acres  of  under  - 
brushing  was  completedto  enlarge  the  picnic  ,  camping  and  parking  areas  . 

Red  Lodge  Provincial  Park  -  The  construction  of  a  concession 
booth  and  improvement  of  existing  facilities  were  undertaken  during  the 
summer.  An  additional  20  acres  were  underbrushed  during  the  winter 
under  the  Federal -Provincial  program  to  provide  additional  camping 
and  picnic  area. 

Rochon Sands  Provincial  Park  -  Work  was  limited  to  improving 
the  picnic  facilities  and  general  maintenance. 

Saskatoon  Island  Provincial  Park  -  Erection  of  parking  barrier  s  , 
construction  of  texas  gates,  sanding  of  beach  and  general  maintenance 
of  the  existing  improvements  was  carried  out  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Steveville  Dinosaur  Provincial  Park  -Negotiation  to  acquire  legal 
access  to  the  park  was  completed  and  construction  of  a  six  mile  road 
totheP<trk  was  commencedby  the  Department  of  Highways  .  The  develop¬ 
ment  plans  of  the  park  were  also  completed  and  construction  work  will 

start  in  1958. 
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Sylvan  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Additional  fill  dirt  was  placed  where 
required  and  parking  barriers  were  erected.  General  maintenance  was 
also  carried  out. 

Taber  Provincial  Park  -  As  in  previous  years  work  was  restricted 
to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  existing  facilities. 


Thunder  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  No  developments. 


The  Vermilion  Provincial  Park  -  The  popularity  and  use  made  of 
this  Park  has  increased  steadily  over  the  past  few  years  and  the  major 
works  undertaken  were  designed  to  improve  the  existing  facilities  . 
Additional  beach  sanding,  road  work  and  underbrushing  of  the  picnic 
areas  were  the  main  projects  in  this  connection .  During  the  winter  a  pic¬ 
nic  shelter  was  constructed  and  25  acres  were  underbrushed  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Federal -Provincial  program. 


Wabamun  Provincial  Park  -  A  continuation  of  the  work  started  the 
previous  year  was  carried  out.  Additional  dredging  was  completed  on  the 
beach  and  sand  was  spread  in  the  area  completed  the  previous  year  .  High¬ 
way  30  was  diverted  to  ensure  proper  utilization  of  the  Park  area.  The 
parking  lot  and  playground  areas  were  cleared  and  levelled  \yith  gravel 
being  placed  in  the  parking  area  .  A  re  sidence  was  constructed  and  a  Park 
warden  stationed  at  this  Park.  Electrical  power  was  brought  into  the 
park  and  a  tractor  with  attachments  was  purchased.  During  the  winter 
100  acres  were  underbrushed  under  the  Federal -Provincial  program  in 
the  picnic  and  camping  areas. 


Willow  Creek  Provincial  Park  -  No  developments. 


Winagami  Lake  Provincial  Park  -  Development  work  during  the 
regular  season  consisted  of  dredging  and  levelling  the  beach,  construc¬ 
tion  of  tables  and  some  under  brushing .  Under  the  Federal -Provincial 
program  additional  brushing  and  clearing  was  completed  on  the  picnic 
areas  and  the  streets  in  the  subdivision.  A  picnic  shelter  was  also  con¬ 
structed. 


Woolford  Provincial  Park  -  A  wading  pool  was  constructed  and 
general  maintenance  was  carried  out. 


Writing -on -Stone  Provincial  Park  -  Improving  the  existing  fac¬ 
ilities  were  the  major  projects  during  this  period. 


PARK  LEASES 


Policy  of  the  provincial  parks  board  permits  the  lease  of  cottage 
sites  to  applicants  where  sufficient  land  is  available  and  where  there  is 
the  demand  for  this  type  of  property.  Surveyed  lots  may  be  leased  for 
a  period  up  to  20  years  but  may  not  be  purchased.  A  total  of  342  such 
leases  are  in  force  at  the  time  of  this  report.
